Fin- 
ally they concluded to give up the 
search until daylight. 


Early Thursday morning several 


squads renewed the search, which 
was kept up until nine o'clock 
when some6ne spied a gun leaning 
against a stump. On reaching the 
stump one razor was lying on it, 
alongside the unloaded gun.

tion.^ While floating down the river near 
Memphis she ran on a sand bar and at 
once backed off causing no alarm what- 
ever.

In d i s t i n c t i o n from acute diseases, which begin so abruptly and reach their termination in recovery or death 


so puickly, there arc chronic diseases in which the element of time is a principal feature. 
In fact the name in- 


dicates as much, since it is a derivation from the Greek word "Chronos," meaning time. 
W h i l e it is true that 


chronic diseases are somet imes, apparently, only the prolonged continuance of acute diseases, yet they difier 
essentially in important particulars. 
Acute rheumatism is not by any means the same in its essential character- 


istics as chronic rheumatism. 
Nor is chronic consumption the same as acute consumdtioo. 
It may happen that 


a chroQic disease has an abrupt begihniag, though this is not usually the case. On the contrary, the approach 
of chronic disease is, as a rule, insidious and slow.

stances the taking of something, so far from hastening recovery, no doubt only serves to retard that desired result

Section 6. This ordinance shall take el 
feet and be in force from and after ita pass 
age and due publication thereof.
